In. addition, the necessary 
steps have been taken for the issiing of 
a King’s Regulation providing for, the 
enforcement of'the law in British Courts 
in China; “the law to be enforced being 
‘an authorized translation of the Chinese | 
text of the law as ane by the 
Chinese Government, which will be 
tached to the, Kidg's Regulation.

Government has agreed that the law miy 
be made applicable to. American citizens 
in China as from September Ist, 1826, 
and that the. Japanese Government is) 
also about to recognise the law.

‘The demonstration was a political 
obsequy_rather than a patty meeting.

Rank upon 
qank of sad and -sorrowtul faces’ -con- 
centrated on him os he rose to make his 
speech. Cries of Hush ”* quelled % sy m- | 
pathetic cheers as he boldly grasped the 
nettle of his resignation. 


His words, armed with a half- century 
of authority, fell with the inevitability of 
farewell.’
